watson confesses 
murders on 
witness stand 


LOS ANGELES (UPI) - Charles "Tex'* Watson, on trial for the 
Tate-LaBianca murders, has confessed on the witness stand, pleading 
that he heard "Charlie s voice saying kill everyone in the place. 
Watson, 25, who has entered a defense of not guilty by reason of 
insanity, told a jury Wednesday he was so brainwashed by drugs, 
women, music and Charles Manson's philosophy that "I had no 
identity of my own." 
With his m other listening from the rear of the courtroom, the neatly 
dressed Watson related calmly and in detail the slayings and said the 
victims were just "blobs without faces or expressions." 
Watson denied he had told actress Sharon Tate and the others that 
"w e are devils here to do the devil s work. 
"Charlie had taught us that we could do no w rong," he said. 
The form er high school star athlete and scholar told of coming to 
Los Angeles in 1968 seeking "adventure.- He had never been away 
from his tiny hometown of Copeville, Tex., except for three years in 
college in Denton, 50 miles away. 
On the day before the Aug. 8, 1969, slayings, Watson said, he took 
belladonna and “ speed" and that night Manson took him aside and 
gave him a knife and a gun. 
"Charlie told me to go to the place where T erry M elcher (son of 
Doris Day) used to live and kill everyone in the place, 
Watson said. 
‘‘He told m e to make it as gruesome as you c a n . ’' 
Watson said he had been at the residence three tim es previously and 
that Manson had told him some "m ovie star was living there now. 
Accompanied by Linda Kasabian (who turned state's witness), 
Susan Atkins and Patricia Krenwinkel, Watson said he went to the 
home and entered the grounds after cutting the telephone wires. 
Manson, Miss Krenwinkel and Miss Atkins already have been 
sentenced to death for the m urders. 
Watson said he went into the home and confessed to stabbing or 
shooting Jay Sebring, Voityck Frykowsky and Abigail Folger. Miss 
Atkins has confessed it was she whd killed Sharon Tate. 
He slept all that day, Watson said, and the next night Manson gave 
him another knife and drove the c a r to the home of grocer Leno 
LaBianca. 
The trial was recessed before Watson got into the details of the 
LaBianca killings.

Beautiful belts for 
back-to-school 


By JOANNE SCHREIBER 


Short pants, long pants, 
hot pants, warm pants or 
even skirts—the new sepa­ 
rates styles need sensational 
belts, to set off a slender 
waist and keep the new look 
pulled together. 
You can make your own 
belts, in fabrics and colors 
to complement your outfit. 
Even if you’ve never made 
a belt before, you’ll be off to 
a good start with this sew- 
easy 
group 
designed 
by 
Wiss. Most of the belts are 
made of felt, which is the 
world’s 
most 
cooperative 
fabric, With a backing of up­ 
holstery webbing. Contrast­ 
ing cutouts are done with 
pinking or scalloping shears. 
When making a felt belt 
with upholstery webbing as 
a backing, it’s easiest to lay 
the webbing on the piece of 
felt and trace the outline 
with chalk. Then cut out with 
shears along the chalked 
outline. 
Eyelets are easy to insert 
for a laced fastening. How- 


ever, when putting eyelets 
through several thicknesses 
of fabric, make the job 
easier by cutting through the 
fabric 
with 
small 
sharp 
scissors 
first. 
Use vinyl, 
leather or cording strips for 
the lacings. 
Plain old notebook rings 
can make a fastening for a 
narrow 
belt, 
and plastic 
rings in various colors are 
now available for belts made 
of webbing or stiff ribbon. A 
buttoned belt, with button­ 
holes worked right through 
fabric and backing, is also 
attractive. 
When 
stitching 
through 
several layers of material, 
use a nice, new 116 sewing 
machine needle, a fairly long 
straight stitch, and ordinary 
mercerized thread. 


Take a look at the belts 
shown today, and then adapt 
your own designs. “ Golden 
Arrow” is of orange and 
purple felt with bright yellow 
arrows and a lacing of yel­ 
low chenille. “ Bearded Won- 


lead a third spade and West 
would ruff for the fourth de­ 
fensive trick.

Goleta area 1971-72 peopertv tax rates — 
now among the highest in the county by 
code areas — could go up as much as a $1 dr 
more in some areas as a result of the action 
of the Board of Supervisors in approving a 
59-cent tax boost Monday along with new 
district rates. 
The auditor's office said a typical code 
area in Goleta was $12.31. In addition to 
school 
district 
taxes, 
vallev 
property 
owners have a variety of otlier special 
taxing districts. Their rates are being 
boosted by a service area tax for a new 
library among other things this year. 
Conibined property tax rates in the city 
of Santa Barbara in a typical code area will 
be boosted 64 cents, the auditor’s office 
said, going to $12.10 from $11.46. The city 


rate is held at $1.46, and schcKil rates went 
up 3 cents, to $6.73. 
The new county rate is $3 60 per $1(K) 
assessed valuation. While the supervisors 
adopted a budget requiring a 59-cent tax 
boost, they also are responsible for any 
increases within cities and outside caused 
by extra flood zone levies and the one-cent 
State Water Project tax.

Tom patient over 
Cowboy injuries

NEW YORK (D PI) —Somebody once called Tom Landrv 
“ Mr. Ice Box” and he was wrong. 
Lately somebody else called him “ a plastic man” and the 
guy who called him that was wrong, too. Dead wrong, 
Tom Landry is an individual who simply doesn't go 
around squandering emotion, that's all. He coaches the 
Dallas Cowboys and naturally is a lot happier when they 
win than when they lose but it you happen to run into him 
after a ball game sometime you can t always tell by looking 
at him how his team made out. 
Now you take the Cowboys' present situation. 
They've got themselves a perfect pre-season record with 
four wins in as many tries and that ordinarily would make 
any coach feel pretty good. But Tom Landry isn't going 
around leading the cheering. 
Why not? This is why not— Mel Renfro, the Cowboys' all- 
pro right cornerback, is out with a twisted knee and ankle 
and Mark Washington, the No 1 backup man. has so many 
aches and bruises he won't be ready for at least two weeks. 
Tight end Mike Ditka has a broken hand, wide receiver 
Lance Alworth a rib fracture and Margene Adkins, another 
wide receiver, is lost with a bad leg. Middle linebacker Tom 
Stincic has gone to the hospital for a tonsillectomy and 
quarterback Craig Morton has a tightening in his right 
thigh. Got enough'^ 
And here come the Colts 


On top of all this the Super Bowl game is coming up for 
the Cowboys again this Friday night. They go up against the 
Colts in Baltimore in a contest which will be nationally tele­ 
vised. The Cowboys had hoped they could turn around last 
January's 16-13 loss to the Colts but with all of these 
injuries they aren't so sure now. 
Typically, Tom Landry isn't going around moaning, 
"it seems all these injuries are coming at one time, " he 
says. “ F'ortunately we re not losing anyone for a long 
period. Hopefully they'll all be back relatively soon. " 
One thing Landry has is patience Remember how long he 
went with dandy Don Meredith“’ Look how long he keeps 
going now with Craig Morton 
“ Pm an optimist. " he says, 
i feel they re going to 
mature into seasoned performers 1 never give up hope I 
think Meredith was just reaching the point of maturity 
when he retired at 30 which is relatively young for a 
quarterback.” 
Thomas called him 'plastic' 


It was Duane Thomas who called Tom Landry “ a plastic 
man” a couple of weeks ago and the Cowboys coach 
characteristically did not answer back That doesn't mean 
he had no reaction to what Thomas said 
“ Naturally you don't feel good when someone is critical 
of you.” Landry says about the Thomas dig "A lot of times 
players say things they don t mean in the heat of anger so 1 
disregard it. " 
If you watch the ball game Friday night, take a l(Kjk at 
Tom Landry on the sidelines once in awhile 
He isn't much for grand gestures or theatrics. You look at 
Tom Landry on the sidelines and you don t see any sham or 
charade, only an engrossed individual doing his job That 
doesn't make him “Mr. Ice Bi>x though 
“ I get up for games like everyone else does and I feel 
them very strongly. " he says 
“ It you re observing 
everything you have to on the tield you can t get overly 
emotional or become a cheer leader 
Some people wonder whether Landry ever loses his 
temper. He does 
Doesn't criticize often 
““Everybody loses his temper occasionally.' he says 
““Even my patience is stretched sometimes When“' VMien I 
see a player not using his ability to the fullest Have I ever 
become emotional coaching’' Yes 1 ve been emotional at 
times during half-time and it brought results.

The most natural way to 
hit into the wind is to swing 
harder. It is also the worst 
thing to do. 
In the first place, when 
you swing hard you are apt 
to make poor contact. In the 
second place, even if you 
make good contact, you will 
apply spin to the ball, and 
with spin the ball will climb 
into the wind and go out of 
control. In the third place, 
the wind tends to throw you 


off 
balance 
anyway, 
and 
when you swing harder you 
simply make it all the more 
difficult to stay in balance. 
I once learned a prized 


lesson from Dick Mayer. He 
taught me to use one more 
club than usual into the wind 
- and with the wind as well. 
A .‘j-iron rather than a 6-iron, 
for instance. Then you can 
swing easily. 


I shorten my swing, too 
To keep the ball low and 
d o wn out of the wind as 
much as possible, I move 
the ball back in my stance, 
put my hands forward to 
take loft olf the clubface at 
impact, and don’t use as 
much wrist action 


But the big item to re­ 
member is to take one more 
club than you figure you 
need, and swing it smoothly.

A-6.38.‘i7 at California's San Quentin 
prison, was, say those who wear 
their 
bleeding 
hearts 
on 
their 
Brooks 
Brothers 
sleeves, 
a 
combination 
of 
Shakespeare, 
Robespierre and Robin Hood. 
Jackson, the most famous of the 
"Soledad Brothers” — for the sake 
of those whose interest in the mad 
antics 
of 
the 
Radical 
Left 
is 
commendably minimal, it should be 
observed that A-63837's brotherhood 
with John Cluchette 
and Fletta 
Drumgo 
was 
that 
of 
common 
criminality and depravity rather 
than consanguinity — is represented 
as a victim of white racism, cruelly 
sentenced (in the words of New 
York Times colomnist Tom Wicker) 
"at 19 for one year to life for 
confessing to a $70 robbery." 
And it has been .suggested that 
Jack.son, slain by a guard's bullet as 
he attempted to break out of San 
Quentin, was "set up.” that the 
authorities 
faked 
the 
escape, 
murdered Jackson and laid his body 
out in the pri.son yard. 
On all this, a few comments: 
Clearly Jackson, who grew up in 
the slums of Chicago and Watts, had 
known 
more than his share of 
poverty, hunger and social injustice. 
So. too, have tens of thousands of 
other youths, not all of them black. 
Yet 
not 
all or even a 
sizable 
proportion of these bear Jackson's 
mark of Cain. The inference is that 
Jack.son's family lacked a basic set 
of moral values to transmit to him. 
or 
that 
he, 
lacking 
character, 
rejected these values. 
Nor is it telling the whole story, as 
a journalist must try to do, to say 
that Jackson was sentenced to "one 
year to life for confessing to a $70 
robbery.” By the time he drew that 
sentence, Jackson had a robbery 
record which, for one of his tender 
years, was as long as your arm 
The indeterminate .sentence, not 
unu.sual for a "three-time loser,” 
could have been commuted for good 
behavior. But would any rational 
person argue that hurling a guard 
three floors to his death at Soledad 
State Pri.son (as Jackson. Cluchette 
and Drumgo are accused of having 
done in January of 1970) constitutes 
such behavior? 
People will believe what they 
want, and the combination of black 
self-pity and white .self-guilt has 
produced some weird myths. But 
surely there has been none more 
bizarre and less credible than the 
tortured fairy tale that the San 
Quentin 
authorities 
viciously 
murdered three of their own guards 
and 
two 
"trustie” 
convicts, 
by 
slitting their throats with a dull 
razor blade (two of the three guards 
also were shot), and wounded three 
other guards to "set up” the killing 
of Jack.son If you will believe that, 
you w ill believe anything. 
Pri.son authorities clearly believe 
that Stephen M. Bingham, the white 
attorney who was Jackson’s only 
visitor the day of the attempted 
breakout, smuggled in the pistol 
which Jackson u.sed minutes later to 
.shoot his w ay out of the tight- 
security 
"Adjustment 
Center" 
where 27 hard-core prisoners were 
confined. 
Bingham, 
too. 
one 
suppo.ses, was disadvantaged: He is 
a 29-year-old Yale graduate whose 
grandfather 
was 
Republican 
governor 
of 
Connecticut 
and 
a 
United States senator 
In recent months there has been 
much going on in and around San 
Quentin which suggests there was a 
plot afoot to free Jackson A year 
ago, his 17-year-old brother was 
killed in a shoot-out in which a judge 
and two convicts died in a presumed 
attempt to secure hostages from a 


courtroom for the release of the 
"Soledad Brothers.” Angela Davis, 
the 27-year-old Negro Marxist, and 
Ruchell 
Magee, 
32, 
one of the 
inmates 
of 
the 
"Adjustment 
Center." 
are awaiting 
trial 
for 
m urder 
and 
kidnapping 
in 
connection with that crime. 
Several weeks ago, a San Quentin 
guard protecting a convict who was 
to 
have 
testified 
against 
the 
"Soledad Brothers” was knifed to 
death. Another convict was fatally 
stabbed three weeks ago. A virtual 
reign of terror, from the center of 
which Jackson apparently was not 
far, existed w ithin the prison walls. 
Civil libertarians will yowl when 
the heads of dangerous convicts are 
shaved 
(Jackson 
apparently 
concealed his gun in an Afro wig, 
also smuggled in to him ) and visits 
of attornevs and relatives to such 


men are closely scrutinized. But 
who is kidding whom? 


Mourn for George Jackson? You 
might as well weep for Jack the 
Ripper. Some will say he was born 
to hang and that his death 29 years 
later saved the society which he 
hated the trouble and expense of 
trying him. 
A harsh judgment; 
possibly a true one. 


If you have tears, shed them for 
the 
fatherless 
children 
of Jere 
Graham, Frank DeLeon and Paul 
Krasnes, the San Quentin guards 
murdered by Jackson's ilk, and for 
John Lynn and Donald Kane, the 
"trusties’' 
slain by their fellow 
prisoners. But let’s have no more 
talk of the "martyrdom” of twisted 
George Jackson, three-time loser.
